amount taken from Coleman, the boy 
bookkeeper of the' Cambridge bank. 
It was tttkpn froiii a supposedly con- 
servative financial man. That the 
swindlers succeeded In Belting a for- 
tune from him showed conclusively 
that Boston Is the headquarters of one 
of tho. .strongest; cleverest and most 
powerful syndicates of crime known 
In a generation. 


Fifteen victims arc now known to 


have supplied this gang
